Pursuant to due notice the Board of Appeal. held a public hear=
ing in the hearing room on the second floor of the Tewm Hall at 8135 peme on
September 30, 1976, on the petition of George ¥, Patterson, requesting permis-
sion to develop film in the besement of his dwelling at 28 Croton Street, as
provided under Section XXIV-E 1, of the Zoning By-law. Said request wes nade
prineipally for the development of movies of high school foothall games on
Saturdays.

On September 9, 1976, the petitioner filed his request for a
hearing before this Board and thereafter due notice of the hearing was given
by mailing and pubdication,

Laurence A. Mills, attorney, represented the petitioner at the
ﬁaring.

Earl W, Morrill, 32 Croton Street and Allister W, Shepherd,

30 Pine Street, both stated that they had no objections to the granting of
the request,

Statement of Faets

The property involved is located within a Single Residence Dis-
trict requiring a minimum lot area of 15,000 square feet.

a Under Section XXIV-E of the Zoning By-law, the Board of Appeal
may grant temporary and conditional permits for non-conforming uses in any
district™in the Town for a period of not more than ome year at a time when it
finds after a public hearing 2 real need exists, and that the proposed
non«-gon%m.ng use will not substantially reduce the value of any property with-
in' tthe t!'ict.

. The petitioner seeks permission to develop movie film, in his
hoge, ofdigh school footbell games on approximately nine Saturdays. The
process and solutions used to develop movie £ilm are basicelly the same as
those used to develop still pictures by any amateur photographer, it was
stated. The solutions used are carefully handled, it was stated, and before
disposing of them, they are further diluted to prevent any possibility of ingury
to the Tom's drainage pipes. The developing process will run from about 7:00
Poms until 12:00 midnight, as it is necessary to develop the film right away as
the schools require the finished film at noon on the day following the game,

It is the belief of the petitioner that the proposed use of the
property will not substantially reduce the value of any property withian the
neighborhood or otherwise injure the neighborhood.

Decision

The Board has considered all the facts in this ease and is of
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the opinion that a temporary need exists and that the proposed use, subject
to the conditions hereinafter set forth, will not substantially reduce the
valve of any property within the district and will not otherwise injure the
neighborhood,

The Board, thercfore, srants the desired permission under
Sectlion XXIV-E of the Zoming Bylaw,

subject to the following conditions:
1. That no signs advertising or incidental
to the business shall be displayed on
the property.
2e That said permit shall expire on
Deocenber 31, 19?60
